I cannot repress surging indignation against the 
scheme of the US imperialists and the south Korean 
puppets to stage the provocative “Team Spirit” 
joint military exercise again when mult i-channeled 
talks between the north and the south are placed on 
the order of the day and the general situation is 
developing favourably. 


As is already known, the 13th WFYS will be held 


in July in Pyongyang under the idea of anti- 
imperialist solidarity, peace and friendship. 

It is a big pride and pleasure and a national great 
happy event for all the youth and students of the 
north and the south that this Festival is to be held in 
Pyongyang as the first one in the East in its over 40 
years’ history. 

Out of desire to share the pleasure together with 
the brothers in the south who are of the same blood 
with us, to jointly take part in the international anti- 
imperialist and peace movement aimed at removing 
the danger of war and creating a new world on the 
global and to join the efforts in the cause for the 
country’s peace and peaceful reunification, we in- 
vited the youth and students in south Korea to the 
13th World Festival of Youth and Students. 

And we proposed to hold north-south student 
talks to discuss the practical problems arising from 
it. To this, the patriotic youth and students in the 
south made a hearty response, and thus we have 
come to have a prospect to hold meetings and talks 
which were miscarried on the days of June 10 and 
August 15.

Koryo was the first unified state 
in the long history of the Korean 
nation.

Eventually the Korean nation had 
to cover the extremely complicated 
path caused by division, there could 
be no uniform development in spite 
of their same bloodlineage. 

Koguryo advocated unifying 3 
states into one and struggled for its 
realization but came to failure be- 
cause of treachery of Silla (one of 
the 3 states) — the treachery of 
bringing in the foreign forces in the 
middle of the 7th century. Thus, 
from the latter half of the 7th 
century to early roth century, the 
two states — late Silla and Palhae 
which was born succeeding to old 
Koguryo—coexisted. And in the 
roth century late Silla was divided 
into Husamguk (Taebonguk, 
_ Hubaekje and Silla). 

There was urgency of unifying 
the territory and nation. This 
urgent task was fulfilled by Koryo 
established in 918. 

Koryo unified the countries of 
the same blood in 935 and the 
following year and, thus, became 
the first to be the unified state in the 
history of our country. 

Koryo was so named to succeed 
to Koguryo and fixed Kaesong, the 
old land of Koguryo, as its capital. 

Koryo waged consistently her 
tesolute struggles against foreign

invasions for her independence and 
sovereignty, maintaining high 
international prestige through the 
whole period of its existence. 

In nearly 500 years of.its ex- 
istence, Koryo had to fight wars 
more than ten times to repulse the 
ceaseless foreign enemies’ inva- 
sions. And the Japanese pirates 
invaded her more than 4oo times, 
but each time, her people won 
victory over them, exalting the 
nation’s honour. 

Koryo also paved the way to the 
golden age of the development of 
the creative talent and material 
wealth of her people. 

Metal type was invented and 
used in the early 12th century, the 
first of its kind in the world, and a 
rapid progress was also made in 
astronomy by observing a sunspot. 


Celadons of Koryo 


Koryo—the First Unified 
State in History of our 


Koryo celadons became famous 
for its majestic and queer colours, 
styles and patterns; and Koryo 
paper, ink, Koryo ramie cloth, silk 
fabric, straw-mat and fan were also 
well known in the world for their 
special and excellent quality. 

The mouth of the River Ryesong 
famed as the international trade 
port was frequented by foreign 
trade ships and Kaesong resembled 
a thriving international market with 
numerous foreign merchants. 

The world people of those days 
regarded Koryo as a civilized, in- 
domitable and strong country and 
admired it as an eastern courteous 
and ideal country. 

Koryo was thus 
“Korea”, as it is called today, in 
Asia, Europe and the rest of the 
world.

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Appreciating the position taken 
by Koryo in the long history of the 
Korean people, the great leader 
Comrade Kim II Sung proposed, 
putting forth the line of the 
country’s reunification, that in case 
the north and the south institute a 
confederation in a single name of 
the country, it is advisable to name 
it the Democratic Confederal 
Republic of Koryo after Koryo 
which existed long in our country, 
known to the world as a unified 
country. 

The Korean people, the homoge- 
neous nation, have been suffering 
from the pain of division of the 
country for nearly a half century 
due to the occupation of south 
Korea by the US imperialists. 

Today our people, amid the 
active support and encouragement 
of the world people, are making a 
strenuous effort to found the 
Democratic Confederal Republic of 
Koryo so as to achieve the national 
reunification. 


South Korean Students’

Situated in the central 
part of our country, 
Kaesong lies to the west 
Coast. 

It was once named “Songdo” for its having 
numerous pine trees and was the capital (919- 
1392) of Koryo, the first unified state in our 
country. 

Until 1950, that is, before it was embraced in 
the bosom of our Republic, it had remained a small 
commercial town. 

But now it is a cultured modern city, consisting 
of one municipality and three counties and oc- 
cupying a proud position in our country as a 
modern. light industry city and as a base of 
socialist agricultural production: its large light 
industry plants, local industry factories and social- 
ist farms get a large share of the country’s 
production. 

Its streets are lined with 14-20 storeyed dwel- 
lings centering Mt. Chanam and they are in good 
harmony with Korean style gable roof houses and 
some historical relics, fraught with deep national 
emotion. 

In the past ten years, in particular, Kaesong’s 
feature has changed beyond recognition with five 
newly-constructed modern streets including 
Sungjon and Tongil Streets, tens of thousand of 
dwelling houses and Tongil House and Chanam 
Health Complex, Senior Middle School No. 1, a 
house of culture, a maternity hospital and Pakyon 
recreation ground and welfare facilities. 

The countryside of the city has silicate-brick 
dwellings, high-rise apartment houses and cosy 
tile-roofed houses, bus and water services and the 
ti hospitals. Farm work is done with the help of 
machines and chemicals; farmers are enjoying a 
happy life as good as in town. 

And Kaesong is famous for its special 
products— Koryo Insam, ramie cloth and Kaesong 
Koryo ceramics and for its special diet—beef soup 
with rice, wrapped pickles, brass chafing dish and 
dumplings. 

At the foot of Mt. Songak there stands the 
Koryo. Museum with a total floor space of twenty 
thousand square metres. 

On display there are pagodas and tombstones 
and other relics and remains showing superior 
wisdom and talents of our nation who had brilli-

antly developed the economy, science and culture 
from olden times. 

Today, Kaesong receives tourists from many 
countries of the world every year. 

For the foreign friends and guests who will 
come to the Pyongyang Festival, the Kaesong 
Folk Hotel has been built in a peculiar style. 

About 8 kilometres southeastwards from the 
city, you can see Panmunjom along the military 
demarcation line dividing our country into two. 

Panmunjom is the historic place where the US 
imperialists signed the armistice agreements after 
disgracefully losing the three-year Korean war. 

There at Panmunjom are held the meetings of 
the Military Armistice Commission to denounce 
the US imperialists for their provocative and 
hostile acts and violation of the agreement. 

In the south of the demarcation line, the re- 
inforced concrete wall has been set up, from east 
to west, ten metres high, five metres wide and 240 | 
kilometre-long. 

This wall is not a historic relic handed down 
from the bygone days but was constructed in- 
tently by the US imperialists and their stooges to 
seperate forever our nation into two.
